REPORT OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

While only but three institutions of learning have been specially referred to 
your Board, there is a fourth educational interest that should be considered by 
your Body, as it stands closely related to our people throughout the State; 
There should be no antagonism between our public schools and our Christian 
colleges. The public schools of Florida are doing a grand work for the cause 
of education, not only in decreasing the amont of illiteracy, but in stimulating 
a healthy desire for higher learning and, when properly conducted, furnishing 
preparatory schools for our colleges. In the absence of the well-ordered acad- 
emy, which was once so popular and successful in the South, we are now 
dependent upon the public school to do the preparatory work of fitting our 
boys and girls for college. Such being the case, we believe that Christian peo- 
ple throughout the State, should take hold upon our public schools and seo 
that the instructors be good men and women, and competent for their work. 
The first lessons are the most important. We believe, further, it would be of 
vast importance to the cause of education, if the term for teaching our public 
schools should be lengthened. 

President Candler of Emory College has submitted an excellent and encour- 
aging report on the condition of that noble institution. However able have 
been his predecessor, the college has not suffered, but greatly improved in his 
hands. Many of Florida’s best citizens and Christian men were educated at 
Emory College. Her graduates are among the most worthy and effective men 
in the Florida Conference. None more than the Florida Conference would 
rejoice to hear that the endowment of Emory had been increased to $325,. 
000.00, the maximum mentioned by President Candler. 

President W. C. Bass accompanies his report of Wesleyan Female College. 
We welcome his genial presence now as ever. He has wrought well and is 
planning for still better work. As Wesleyan Female College was the first 
chartered female college in the world and so placed the Seal of State as sanc- 
tion to the higher education of woman, we hope that under Dr. Bass’ manage- 
ment the course of study will continue to be raised, till it is equal to that of any 
institution for the education of women, and when this is done, we hope for both 
then and now that the halls of Wesleyan Female College will continue to be 
crowded with young women, seeking for the highest education. We recom- 
mend to our people who have sons and daughters they wish to send out of 
Florida for education, to send the former to Emory and the latter to Wesleyan 
Female College. 

The Florida Conference College is the child of the Florida Conference. For 
years our people have been contributing what money they could spare for 



L. 
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building up educational institutions outside the bounds of our Conference. 
What has been given in that direction has been well spent. We have no 
regrets over such expenditures. We have been more than repaid in educa- 
tional benefits that have come to us from Emory and the Wesleyan. We bid 
these excellent institutions Godspeed and wish them the greatest possible 
success in their Christian work. But we have deliberately and prayerfully 
reached the conclusion that as no other State can take the place of Florida, the 
Florida Conference cannot do the educational work that God has placed upon 
her by sending her children outside of the State to be educated. Here is our 
field of labor, here are the children whom God has given us, and here in Florida 
we must build our college. Our orange trees will not grow in Georgia. It is folly 
to plant them there. Too much of health and life have already been sacrificed 
to continue the experiment of sending our boys and girls North during Win- 
ter. Why should they be sent out of Florida? Our Winter climate is con- 
fessedly the best in the States. Our gardens abound in vegetables all the 
AVinter. Food can be produced here as cheaply as at any place. 

Our school rooms can be safely ventilated every hour of the year. Daily 
out door exercise is safe and inviting each day. Why should we send our chil- 
dren away from us to be educated ? Will it not be cheaper for us? Better for 
us in every way to educate our children in Florida. The saving in railroad 
travel alone is equal to the cost of tuition. Every dollar saved is equal to a 
dollar made, every dollar spent in this State is equal to a dollar invested in 
our State. 

We need not be afraid of building another college. The educational epoch is 
] only dawning. Another generation will demand that every boy and every girl 

i shall have a collegiate training. Even in this swift moving age no advance has 

I been more- rapid than that of education within the last twenty-five years. The 

? time was when we considered ourselves fortunate if our preachers and Sena- 

tors had collegiate training. The time is at hand when our plow-boys will not 
be content unless they can take the soil from their plow-shares and analyze 
and tell its constituents. If the Church would hold her influence over men 

! she must be equal to the emergency of educating. If she would save men she 
must be capable of leading them. The emergency is upon us and we must 
I build our own colleges. 

I The Florida Conference College is a beginning. It has made progress during 

! the length of time it has had, a history equal to any of her predecessors which 

I had no endowment. Our State is the largest of any east of the Mississippi. 

I Our population and wealth are rapidly increasing. Soon we shall have the 

j means for building and endowment in the hands of our own people. We shall 

see to it that they shall not lack opportunity and occasion to invest close to 
their homes for Christ and humanity. T. W. MOORE, Chairman.

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EEPORT OF COMMITTEE ON SABBATH OBSERVANCE. 



It has been our pride as Americans and Christians that in this land of civil 
and religious liberty the day that is known as the Christian Sabbath is 
observed to a greater extent than in any other portion of the world. In every 
State there are statutes recognizing this day and imposing penalties for its des- 
ecration in certain instances. In Florida it is declared unlawful to hunt or 
keep open store on this day. 

We regret, however, that there have been gradual innovations, at first barely 
tolerated, until at last expediency is claimed and the strict observance of the 
Lord’s day exists no longer as it did in the days of our forefathers. It is true, 
in these days of steam and electricity that rapid locomotion and quickness of 
transmission are desirable, but that does not excuse us from conniving at the 
violation of God’s law. It is not keeping the Sabbath day holy to travel on 
that day nor to encourage Sunday excursions and so -called sacred concerts. 

Behold how one sin leads to another. At first the mails and passengers only 
were transported by our railroads and steamboats, then follows the fast freight* 
then the ordinary freight trains on that day. Then some Sunday excursions 
and amusement for the benefit of the hard- worked masses, who during the 
week have not the opportunity (?) for such recreation. Must we sit silently 
and permit these innovations, these desecrations of God’s day without a word 
of protest? If we are silent we become partakers of the guilt of others. We 
therefore submit the following : 

Resolved, That we deprecate all kinds of Sunday travel and the carriage of 
mail on that day. That we will bring to bear all the influence we can to sup- 
press this growing evil.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 



The cause of Temperance in Florida, while it is improving in sentiment and 
strengthening in number, yet needs the aid and hearty co-operation of every 
Christian. 

We deem it unnecessary here to picture or dwell upon the great evils of 
the Liquor Traffic, with its long train of crime, misery and destitution. The 
giant grasp of this Hydra-headed monster, fastened on the very vitals of 
society, should rather turn our attention to the means to be used and methods 
and plans to be followed in order to relieve society of this horrible incubus. 
As a Church what can we do ? 

What should we do in this great work that is engaging the attention of many 
of the noblest men and women of our country ? 
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The Methodist Church is a grand temperance organization, and prohibits 
^drunkenness and drinking spirituous liquors^ unless incase of necessity. ” 

Every Methodist preacher should be fully committed as an active and earn- 
est worker for temperance or total abstinence. 

He should lead in this, as in other great moral questions, and labor to mould 
public opinion to the high standard of Holy Writ. 

Every Sunday School worker has peculiar facilities for sowing this good seed 
in the tender minds of the children under his care. He should never loose 
an opportunity. 

Every member of the church who prays, “ Thy Kingdom Come,” should be 
an active worker in this cause. 

We should work by our words, examples, money and inftuence, and by our 
prayers. We should vote as we pray, so that men of integrity and courage may 
be put in office to make our laws]and see that they are executed. Public opin- 
ion must be educated, moulded, enlightened and strengthened on this line 
before we can obtain proper temperance legislation or hope to see the present 
temperance laws executed. 

Especially should the young people of our land be instructed and trained for 
the great contest before us. So, while we regard our Church as a great 
factor in this movement, we would extend the hand of fellowship to all other 
organizations having for their object the amelioration of mankind in helping 
to rescue the fallen and guide the feet of those in danger, to a safe harbor of 
rest and protection. 

Resolved, That each one voting for the adoption of this report commits him- 
self to the doctrine that an earnest participation in temperance work is a 
Christian duty. Respectfully submitted,

REPORT ON BIBLE CAUSE. 



Your Committee on Bible Cause beg leave to report that they have had the 
same under careful consideration, and would report as follows : 

The question of getting the Bible into the hands of the people is one of 
vital interest. 

It is not supposed that the world will seek the light of truth, for men in 
their carnal state love darkness rather than light. If they ever get the light it 
must be carried to them. We have in the bounds of our Conference thousands 
of this class. Again, there are many worthy poor, who really desire the Bread 
of Life, who are unable to* purcha.se the Scriptures. To both these classes the 
Bible must be carried if we would be true to the great trust committed to our 
hands. 
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The American Bible Society, the agent through whom our Church seeks to 
supply this destitution, has had during the year, in Florida and Alabama 
nearly twenty men regularly commissioned as Colporteurs, who have can- 
vassed large sections of these two States, and distributed hundreds' and thous- 
ands of copies of the Word of Life. 

Besides this, the Society has furnished a large number of Sunday Schools 
with the Bible. A few secular schools have also been supplied, where they 
desired it. 

The Society has circulated thousands of copies of the Bible through its 
Auxilliaries, selling always at cost, and donating to a large number of worthy 
poor. , 

In addition to this, the Society has donated all the Bibles our Mission needs 
in Cuba, and stands ready to supply in the Spanish Territory all the Bibles 
that we may need for our Spanish work in the bounds of our Conference. 

This work is carried on at an immense outlay of money. 

The demand is constantly increasing, both in home and foreign fields. 

To meet this demand, there must be increased collections from the Churches 
for this work in our Conference ; Therefore, 

Resolvedf That we will co-operate with the District Superintendent of the 
American Bible Society for the District of Alabama and Florida, and that we 
will take collections for the Society in all our charges, and do what we can to 
raise the amount that the Superintendent may ask for for the year 1890.

REPORT ON BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 



j To the Bishop and members of the Florida Annual Conference of the M. E. 

I Church, South: 

Brethren: — Your Committee on “Books and Periodicals” submit the 
; . following : The papers referred have each been carefully examined, and 

j we are lead to lobserve, that as a church, we have cause to be profoundly 

j grateful that our Publishing House — in no distant past a source of great solki- 

i i tude and a perplexing burden upon the heart and purse of our Church, under 

I j the blessings of God — has become the pride and the right arm of the Church’s 

strength. Instead of a dead weight, this House is becoming one of the ablest 
I and most willing burden bearers of the Southern Methodist Church, and is 

|: 
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contributing annually a progressively increasing amount to the support of 
widows and orphans of deceased preachers and to worn out veterans. 

All this argues that our people are fast becoming a reading people and that 
it is no longer necessary to recommend the circulation of our literature and 
the reading of our books to intelligent Methodists. But as ours is a religion of 
progression and not every Methodist has yet become a reader of Methodist 
literature, we believe it would be wise, in the interest of the Publishing House 
and the cause of our Master to memorialize the approaching General Confer- 
ence to establish a more perfect system of colportage for the circulation of the 
products of our House. 

Our books and periodicals, if not so numerous and voluminous, are the equal 
in quality of any issued by any branch of the Christian Church. 

We praise God, that the spirit and inspiration to write has dipped far South 
of its once Northern limit and is falling upon learned men more frequently in 
our own connection, and we pray that it may not halt in its southern march 
with the Haygoods, Wad worths and others still north of us, but that some 
within our own bounds may be moved to write for the Church, as if touched 
by a live coal from the altars of God. 

As Methodists we should read more Methodist books, discuss them with the 
brethren and thereby incite others to read them. The reading of good books 
will prepare us for better work, relieve much poverty of thought, remove from 
the pulpit the temptation to descend to the use of slang and the sensational, 
intelligently indoctrinate our people, firmly establish the pillars of our Church, 
and extend the confines of our Master’s Kingdom. 

Our Connectional Advocate is doing a noble work, there is no better, but that 
it may reach the limit of its influence, it should be put in the home of every 
Southern Methodist family. 

The Quarterly Review is among the ablest of its kind, there should be a 
revival — one characteristic of us as a Church — in our efforts to increase its 
circulation. It should be a necessity in the study of every Methodist minister 
and a luxury on the table of every educated layman. 

Our revised Hymn Book fully meets the expectation and is rapidly taking the 
place of the old within the borders of our Conference. Brethren, permit your 
committee to urge you to see to it, that every Methodist family has its Hymn 
Book as well as its Bible. 

Before considering our own Conference Advocate^ your committee craves the 
privilege of commending and expressing gratitude for the work and influence 
of the whole family of Annual Conference organs within the bounds of the 
Methodist Church, South. It would be invidious to mention the MS esleyan of 
Georgia or the Richmond of Virginia without naming all the rest. 

It is plainly our duty, first to hold up the hands of the Nashville Advocate, 
our Connectional organ, and the Florida Advocate, our own Conference organ. 
Then, if within our reach, it is admissible for us to indulge ourselves with the 
luxury of the Conference paper of our original homes. In the language of Dr. 
Barber, “ Let all its beautiful daughters, with true filial piety, touch wings 
with their mother — (the Nashville Advocate) — as she weekly makes the circuit 
of the entire Church.” 

Now particularly in regard to the Florida Advocate, your committee have 
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read with feelings of commingled pride, solicitude and shame the report of its 
editor and publisher. The paper is ably edited by, Josephus Anderson, D. D., 
ranks up well with any of our Conference organs, is an immense power for 
good within our own borders, is loved and sustained with zeal by a great por- 
tion of our Conference workers to the extent of their ability and influence,, 
all of which awakens within us true Christian pride. 

We are still solicitous, however, for the financial ability of our enterprise, 
and for the physical elasticity of the consecrated faithful man upon whom we 
t have rolled this burden. Brethren, shall we'sacrifice this veteran by permit- 

ting him still to do the work of three men, because the profits of the paper 
will not admit of the employment of needful help and leaves but a pittance 
lor the sustenance of his family, or will we rally to his help like Christians 
and men ? 

With emotions of shame, we extract from the publisher’s report the follow- 
ing: “ Of our Conference workers in the field this year, seven obtained three 
subscribers each, nine two each, seventeen one each, seventeen none at all ; 
that is, in the aggregate fifty Florida ministers — about half the Conference — 
were instrumental in circulating only fifty-six of their Conference papers. Let 
us not dwell on this picture, but pray that the like may never be witnessed 
again. 

There can be little else than negligence for the four hundred and five reported 
discontinuances of the paper during the year ; this would not be if all were 
loyal to their trusts and industrious in looking after the circulation of our 
Advocate. 

To sustain the paper is a necessity, a Christian duty ; to fail to do so, sinful, 
suicidal and unjust to him whom we have induced to carry on this enterprise 
for us. Let us not slacken our energies until every Methodist family within 
our own Conference reads its own Florida Christian Advocate. Its publisher 
and editor suggests that five hundrd additional subscribers will give his family 
a '‘small support” for another year, when so little is asked, and that little so 
easily given, we know that it will not be withheld, but brethren' will get te 
work and immediately send up the cash for five hundred new subscribers. 

In view of all the above. 

Resolved 1, That we memorialize the next general Conference to establish a 
more perfect system of col portage to disseminate the publications of our pub- 
lishing house. 

Resolved 2, That we ourselves take and urge our intelligent laymen to take 
and read the Quarterly Review and Nashville Advocate, 

Resolved 3, That we pledge ourselves individually and collectively to sus- 
tain our own Conference paper, and to re-double our efforts until it is put into 
the home of every Methodist within the bounds of the Florida Conference ; 
apd we further pledge ourselves to solicit prayerfully and sedulously, as soon 
as we shall reach our severul fields of labor, subscriptions for it and remit 
promptly all the cash possible for the relief of the mind of its editor and as 
evidence of good faith with him that his family shall be supported. 

Resolved 4, That we petition the Presiding Bishop to re-appoint Dr.. 
Josephus Anderson editor of our paper for the ensuing Conference year.

’ The Sunday School Board of this Conference has aided twenty-three (23) 
schools during the present year, with an increase of 742 scholars.

We call especial attention to the following resolutions, which were heartily 
adopted by your Board : 

Resolved^ 1. That the Quarterly Conference in each charge be requested to 
estimate a certain amount, at the beginning of the year, for Sunday School 
library purposes. 

2. That this Board inaugurate a book exchange, and that the Chairman of 
this Board be requested to publish the regulations concerning the same, 

3. That help be allowed needy schools of not exceeding $5.00 for library 
purposes ; provided, the school will raise as much as is donated by the Board. 

4. That a committee of three consisting of the Chairman and two other 
members of this Board be empowered to select suitable books for schools 
helped by this Board. 

6. That we call the attention of the Presiding Elders and Pastors to that 
provision of the Discipline requiring the holding of District Sunday School 
Conventions. 

6. That the official members of this Board be allowed pay for postage, etc., 
sed in the work of the Board. 

We ask the appointment of J. T. Bernard and J. M. Watrous, laymen, on the 
Board in place of J. Metenger and James Lenfesty.

ANNUAL REPORT 0¥ THE CUBAN MISSION IN KEY 

WEST, FLORIDA. 

To the Florida Conference, Convening at Gainesville, January 8th, 1890 : 

Bishop and Dear Brethren: — Under God, the Cuban Mission in Key West 
has prospered greatly during the past Conference year. The work is in a far 
better condition than at any time since its organization in 1875. Attendance 
upon divine services has been larger than last year. We have had twenty-one 
accessions by profession of faith, thus making our membership nearly double 
to that reported a year ago. 

A library with religious books in Spanish has been formed during the year, 
both Sunday-School scholars and adult members having free access to the 
same. The good results achieved by this means of propagating the principles 
of our holy Christianity are simply wonderful. There is a sad want of Pro- 
testant literature and almost a destitution of our own Methodist theology in 
Spanish. We have in Key West four secular Spanish journals whose editors 
are Cubans and practical infidels. Long articles are often published with the 
view of prejudicing the minds of those favorably disposed toward religion. 
These papers are read during working hours in almost every cigar factory on the 
island. The reader employed for that purpose is expected to select and furnish 
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such reading matter as will be most suitable to the naturally depraved literary 
tastes of an irreligious people. Hence, trashy novels, as well as other light 
and (frequently) immoral literature, make up the poison with which the minds 
and hear.s of these unfortunate people are daily fed. The publication of a 
Methodist paper in Key West, in the Spanish language, would doubtless yield 
a rich harvest of good in the furtherance of our holy cause. 

The increasing membership and present size of our congregations makes the 
building of a suitable Chapel a necessity. It is to be hoped that our Parent 
Board will readily understand the urgency of the case and turn their attention 
at once to this important matter. An appropriation of |l, 500.00, with $1,000.00 
more to be raised in Key West, would be sufficient to erect and furnish a 
suitable and commodious house of worship, which would be a blessing to the 
work and an honor to Methodism. 

I would respectfully call the attention of this Conference to the fact that the 
resolutions submitted by the Special Committee on the Key West Cuban Mis- 
sion, appointed at our last session, were never presented to the Board of Mis- 
sions at its last annual meeting in May, notwithstanding the instructions given 
to that effect, I know not the cause. Those resolutions are as follows: 

Resolved, That, inasmuch as the Florida Conference is unable to fully sus. 
tain her missions among her native English speaking population, that the 
Cuban Mission in Key West, and the contemplated mission to the Cubans in 
Tampa, should be sustained exclusively by the Foreign Board. 

Resolved, That our Presiding Bishop be requested to urge the Board of Mis- 
sions at their annual session, the growing importance and needs of Florida, 
especially the Cuban Work in our Conference. 

Resolved, That our Presiding Bishop be, and is hereby requested to repre- 
sent the pressing needs of our Key West Cuban Work, to the Board of Church 
Extension, at its approaching annual session and seek to secure means for 
the erection of a suitable church edifice. C. A. Fulwood, Chairman. 

Similar resolutions was adopted by the Tampa District Conference, a copy of 
which was sent to Dr. I. G. John, Secretary of the Foreign Board, and who 
statea that these matters were not mentioned during the meeting in May. 

I have conducted one hundred and fifty-three services ; sold religious books 
to the amount of $226.77 ; given away about $20.00 w'orth of tracts, and sold 
and donated many Bibles and Testaments in Spanish. 

The Cuban Mission has, for the first time, paid in full all its Conference col- 
lections. Notwithstanding the general strike of cigar makers in Key West, 
and which for more than three months has thrown out of circulation an aver- 
age of $75,000.00 per week, $250.39 has been collected for various objects, includ- 
ing $28.80 given to the poor. 

The Higley Magnolia Band have donated $5.45 to this field ; also $5.00 
received from Rev. Thomas Griffith, and $5.00 from Rev. Robert Evans. Total 
contributions, $15.45, all of which has been used in the interest of the Mission. 

There is a marked improvement in the spiritual condition of the work, for 
which we praise God. Several have been converted during the year and their 
testimony is that God has, for Christ’s sake, forgiven their sins and made them 
heirs of eternal glory ! And this is not all, for their consistent Christian lives 
are an evident proof of the genuineness of their experience. Some of our 
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members pray in public and conduct religious services when called upon. One 
of our converts, a man of intelligence and culture, claims to be called to preach 
the Gospel. He seems deepl}*^ interested in the evangelization of his country- 
men. The prayers of this Conference are earnestly solicited in behalf of this 
brother. 

Rev. M. J. Perez who was received into this Conference last year at Bartow, 
has withdrawn and joined the Baptist Church in Cuba. Brethren, God is 
with us. Respectfully submitted,

MEMOIRS. 



REV. WM. J. MORRIS, 

Was born September 20th, 1838, in Clay County, Ga., and died October 12tb, 
1889, in Waldo, Florida. 

He was baptized by Rev. Chas. Strider, and joined the Church in 1846, The 
year 1867, he was licensed to preach by Rev. John W. Solomon, at Abbeville, 
Ala.; was ordained deacon 1873, and elder 1877, by Bishop George F. Pierce. 

He was colporteur for the American Bible Society in 1882 83, served the 
Colquitt Circuit South Georgia Conference under Rev. J. 0. A. Branch, Pre- 
siding Elder in 1884, and joined the Florida Conference at the session held in 
Orlando, January 1886. The two following years he served the Concord Cir- 
cuit, and in 1888, w^as sent to the Waldo charge, where on April 22d, he was 
paralyzed in one side, from which he never recovered. 

When but a child he was was afflicted with white-swelling, which lamed 
him for life. He was a great sufferer for many years. 

From childhood. Brother Morris was noted for his morality. His religious 
ife was of the active type. For nearly twenty years he served his Church 
faithfully as a local preacher, supporting his family by his trade, as a mechanic, 
and doing work wherever and whenever occasion offered. 

Brother Morris was a close student and while in early life he enjoyed but 
limited advantages, yet by hard study in the face of poverty, sickness and 
much physical labor, he became well informed. The spirit of his religious 
life was intensely earnest. He was a happy Christian. Would frequently 
rejoice in the Lord while worshiping Him in the congregation ; and even in 
private conversation. 

Though he was called to suffer much and pass through life in poverty’s vale, 
his faith never wavered, nor did his spirit become embittered, but rather like 
his Master who was made perfect through suffering, he endured trustingly, 
patiently, ready at all times to say: ‘‘Thy Will be Done.” How wise the suf- 
fering child of God who can make these sore trials work for him and in him 
the patience of Christ and that ‘‘far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory ” in the world above. 

Brother Morris was a harmless man, a devoted Christian and a faithful 
servant of God. 
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Faithful worker ; patient sufferer in Christ. Well done, 

“ Blessed are the dead that die in the Lord from henceforth, yea saith the 
spirit that they may re^t from their labors.” R. H. BARNETT. 



ROBERT HUDSON HOWREN.

Robert Hudson Ho wren was born in Georgetown, S. C., August 9, 1811, and 
after serving God and the church for nearly fifty years in the active work of 
the itinerant ministry, passed from the scenes of toil and conflict here to the 
life above, on the 22d of September, 1889. Born of Christian parents and 
trained for God, he was converted at the age of fourteen. His father was a 
sea captain and afterwards a local Methodist preacher — a man of strong char- 
acter, some peculiarities, but of striking points of excellence as a man and a 
preacher. Young Robert moved with him to Charleston, S. C., where for 
awhile he attended school, but afterwards embarked as a seaman on his 
father’s vessel. At the age of nineteen he became captain of a vessel, but God 
needed him for service on other seas, and quitting that boat he embarked on 
the “ Old Ship Zion,” and for over fifty years stood before her mast as, with her 
cargo of immortal souls, she sailed for the port of Heaven. On May 16,1835, 
he was married to Miss Martha M. Durant, who was his faithful companion in 
life’s voyage, and with gentle love ministered to his dying wants. In 1837 he 
moved to Florida. In 1839 he was licensed to preach by the Lowndes Circuit 
Quarterly Conference, at Cherry Lake Church, Rev. Peyton P. Smith being 
presiding elder. The following December he was admitted on trial into the 
Georgia Conference, and appointed to Columbia Circuit (Florida), his charge 
embracing most of what is now the Live Oak District, including his last — 
Jasper Circuit, January, 1842, he was ordained Deacon by Bishop Andrew ; and 
January, 1844, Elder by Bishop Soule. 

Fifty appointments he received from the Bishops. Once only, did he miss a 
Conference session, and that from sickness. In all time he stood blameless 
before his brethren. During this time he never took a vacation. District, 
Circuit and Mission work was alike, faithfully performed by him. Many times 
he was sent to hard and trying fields ; but he made no choice of appointment, 
going cheerfully to the place chosen for him, glad to labor anywhere for the 
Master. Once he was selected to preside over his brethren in annual session 
in absence of a Bishop. 

As age bowed his form and weakened its physical powers, a trying question 
came to the old itinerant, “ Must I be laid on the shelf?” He dreaded “ super- 
annuation.” How anxious was he to die in the harness— at least to be allowed 
to fulfill his fiftieth year in the work ! His brethren were in accord with this 
desire. “ Let the old veteran march out again with us,” though his sword-arm 
may be weakened by age, will stand by the flag, and his example and prayers 
will inspire us for the battle. By resolution they requested him to close his 
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fiftieth year by preaching a semi-centennial sermon at the opening of this 
session. 

In primitive style, he started across the country in his buggy for his work. 

He began work cheerfully and hopefully ; and prosecuted it faithfully until 
called from labor to rest. 

Brother Howren was a man of prayer. It was his custom in praying to 
kneel upon his right knee ; and when dressed for burial a hard shield was 
found there. He was thus a man of faith ; being strongly persuaded of God’s 
special providence. He. was one of the meekest of men. For forty years— so 
he testified in a lovefeast late in life — he had not felt anger. He was an humble 
man, following in spirit and practice the sentiment, “ in honor preferring one 
another.” Warm-hearted, generous, unselfish and guileless he was loved by 
men and women, and little children trusted in him. 

His last days were full of weariness ; yet full of comfort in the Lord. “I * 

would like to live till Conference,” said he, “ but it is all right whether I live 
or die. I have no preparation to make.” In his dreams he heard the sweet 
songs of Zion, and dwelt upon the precious truths of the Word. “ I thought,” 
said he, once on awakening, “ we were singing ‘ Come ye that love the Lord.’ ” 
Again a few days before he died, he murmured in his sleep, ‘‘ The secret of the 
Lord is with them that fear him.” 

But our father in Israel has left us. He had heard the shouts of the captains 
of God’s hosts and fallen into ranks under the banner of the Cross, with death- 
less devotion he started on his last march. The way led by the golden stair- 
\ way joining earth and heaven. At its foot the tired old soldier laid himself 
down to rest awhile, when from its top came a voice bidding him ascend. 

With joy he heard, started, then turned as with a message for his brethren, 
uttered one word, which was his joy in life, “ Pbeach,.” then mounted out of 
sight. He is up there— we down here — let us close up the ranks, and battle 
on till we hear the Captain’s call.
